BRACING FENCE POSTS. 

Ttas Corner I'oat Shniild He Plaated at 
l.eaat Four Fret IFeep. 

Many wir* fences liikve tall and larjfe 
corner posts with braces reaehin^ to 
their tops. When the wire of such a 
fence is drawn taut, the tall corner post 
will be lifted up on its steep braces. 
This liftinif process is sometimes ap- 
pravated by a wire stretched from the 
bottom of tb© corner post to the top of 
the nearest fence post To keep such 
a post in the pround it is often made of 
a heavy lop, or it is welphted down by 
hupe rocks which friphten younp 
horses. tSometimes a stout cable of 
twisted wire is piiyed from the top of 
the corner post to a stake driven into 
the roadbed, just w here the hiphway
